At the election for Copgressmen In Ohlo lnst
year the Republicsvs curried 16 out of the 19
distriets in the State. The Democrats elected
their candidates in the Fifth, Twellth, und Thir-
teenth Mstricts—the lutter by a majority of 271,
which Columbus Delino, the detea candi-
date, in now conlesting. At the election on the
fth instant, the Democrats carried 12 out of the
19 districts, and came within & hundred of car-
rying two or three others, In the two districts
carried by them lust year, snd not contested,
thewr majorities incressed from 2662 to 6264 in
the Fifth Digtriet, and from 3210 to 6002 in the
Twelfth District, whils in the Thirteenth, which
Is being contested, the Demoeratic majority in-
creased from 271 to 1849,

In every Republicon distriel the majorities
are cut down immensely. In the Seventh Dis-
tiiet, which gnve Hon. Samuel Bhellabarger
2171 majority last year, the radicals escaped
with a bare 156 majority at the recent clection,
while in the Eighth Distriet the majority was
reduced from 1852 to 62. Inthe Second Dis
trict the radical candidate was defeated by
nearly 1000 votes, Geoernl Cary, his successful

THE PRESIDENT AND CONGRESS.

The Folitical Situation—The President,
Comgress, umd Impenchment — The
Sennate Onnmot Try Mr, Johnson Impar-
tinlhy—EHe Wil Resist—The Ohancos of
an Armed Comfllet—The Elections to
Decide Impeachment,

Wasminaron, Ocl, 12.-The same degree of
excitement does not seem 1o pervade the public
mind here, on politionl subjects, now, ns was
observable during the past week ortwo: at least,
the outward manifestation of it 1s not so strik-
ing at the present time. It would be an error,
of course, 10 sum'o.w from this that the deep in-
terest usually felt in the progress of political
events, when the country Is involved in domestic
troubles, is failing in intensity; on the contrary,
when the great national questions now dividing
tbe peutiment of the country ave touched upon
in the course of conversation, the persistence
with which esch clings to his own political theo-
ries, and the earnestuess which characterizes his
expression of them, shows beyond & doubt the
profound interest {elt in the 1ssue of the existing
nationsl compHeations.

The President bas so repeatedly ex-
pressed hils conviction that it is the solemn duty
of the President to mrport and defend the Con-
stitution, that there is abundant reason to con-
clude that he will not tamely submit to be
forced aside from what Le belleves to se his
du'tly to the country.
r. Johnson is ﬁruﬂ{ convinced that there
can be no charges brought against him, such as
the Copstitution prescribes shall be the sole

grounds for Impeuchinfthe President: that such
necusations ns can be legally sustaioed are only

those charging him with differing o affnirs of
public policy with the dowinant party in Con-
gress, Besides, Mr, Johnson believes that the

States should be conducted on principles of ns
strict impartinlity and justice as that of the
most ingignificant offender scainst the law,
Who is tlt{rm to guarantee justice and a fair
trial to the President? If the President is im-
peached, and the Senale proceeds Lo Judge his
ense, notwithstanding his protest against their
competency 1o act as jurors therein, who has
the power lo Interfere for the purpose of secur-
ing justice? The supreme law of the lund pro-
vides that the President may be lmpeached for
ceriain specitied offenzes, and removed i found
guilty, It also requires that certain forms for
the attainment of justice shall be observed in
the trinl, 1f these requisites are not complied
with, the attempt to arralgn apd bring to triul
the Executive head of the nation ig nnlawful,
and therefore an act of resistunce to the Gov-
ernment. The attempt to suspend the President
from the functions of his office pending the
inal would be jnflicting the punishment before
the accused is found guilty, and therefore an act
ol ipjustice, These ure the principal views of
the impeachment question which are eaid to
bave been expressed by the President ut dif-
ferent times when in conversation with friends,
Mr, Johpson ards his official ition as
one entrusted to him by the people, who reguire
of bim that no portion of the republic shall be
oppreesed by unequal or unconstitutional legis-
lation. Iti= well known thet he belleves the
people of the onoe Rebel Btates are ws much in
need ol defense and protection from a party the
leaders of which scknowledge thatl they are
acting outside of the Constitulion, us the Goy-
ernment was in need of defense and proteetion
in 1861 from a party which acted under similar
rinciples. The Presldent sees that the couutry
